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Peace talks 
open; new 


DMZ sought 


PARIS (U PI) - The United States to­ 
day called for the reestablishment of the 
Demilitarized Zone between North and 
South Vietnam as “ a practical first step 
on the road to peace.” The call came at 
the opening session of the expanded Viet­ 
nam War talks among the four major 
combatants. 
Chief U.S. negotiators Henry Cabot 
Lodge, in his opening statement, describ­ 
ed the meeting of the Americans, North 
and South Vietnamese and the Viet Cong 
as a “ unique moment in history.” 
In his speech, setting forth the U. S. 
Viewpoint, Lodge said: 
“ The search for peace can begin in 
the Demilitarized Zone.” 
He asked for an early agreement on 
exchange of prisoners and establishment 
of “ more effective ways of supervising 
any agreement” which emerges from 
the Paris talks. 
First to speak was the chief negotia­ 
tor for the National Liberation Front 
of the Viet Cong. He demanded the 
overthrow of the Saigon government and 
the complete withdrawal of all U.S. forc­ 
es from South Vietnam. 
“ Foreign minister” Tran Buu Kiem, 
a former guerrilla fighter, told the oth­ 
er delegations around the circular table 
in the ballroom of the old Majestic Ho­ 
tel conference center, the South Viet­ 
namese 
should 
be 
allowed to solve 
their problems “ without outside inter­ 
ference.” 
With the Saigon government repre­ 
sentatives sitting across the 26-foot- 
diameter felt-covered round table, Kiem 
demanded their overthrow and the in­ 
stallation of a “ peace cabinet” —an oft- 
repeated Viet Cong goal. 
The second speaker at today’s ses­ 
sion, North Vietnamese chief delegate 
Xuan Thuy, echoed the statement of 
his Communist ally in his opening ad­ 
dress. 
When his turn to speak came, Lodge 
said the world expected “ progress, not 
propaganda . . . agreement not acri­ 
mony.” 
Spelling out the U.S. position on the 
Demilitarized Zone, he said it should 
be: 
—“ Free of all regular and irregular 
military and subversive forces and per­ 
sonnel, 
military 
installations, 
m ili­ 
tary supplies and equipment. 
—“ An area in which, from which 
and across which, all acts of force are 
prohibited. 
—“ A 
zone 
temporarily 
separating 
North and South Vietnam, pending their 
reunification through the free expres­ 
sion of the will of the people of the 
North and of the people of the South. 
—“ An area the same in size and de­ 
finition as the provided in the 1954 
Geneva accord. 
—“ Subject to an effective system of in­ 
ternational inspection and verification.” 
Lodge, who took over his new posi­ 
tion as chief negotiator after president 
Nixon’s inauguration on Monday, said 
“ we will put forward other concrete 
proposals at subsequent meetings. Our 
proposal today with respect to the de­ 
militarized zone is advanced as a prac­ 
tical first step on the road to peace.” 
Czechs call 
off funeral 
ceremonies 


PRAGUE (U PI) — Czechoslovakia to­ 
day suddenly called off most of the cere­ 
mony of the funeral of Jan Palach who 
killed himself to protest the Soviet in­ 
vasion. It was an apparent effort to keep 
the funeral from turning into a demon­ 
stration. 
As thousands of persons gathered for 
a funeral march, newspapers announced 
Palach’s burned body would be buried 
at Olsany, the regular cemetery. 
The 21-year-old student who set him­ 
self on fire Jan. 16 was to have been 
buried in Vysehrad cemetery, resting 
place of the nation’s heroes. 
The government also canceled speech­ 
es of eulogy. Only the playing of the na­ 
tional anthem was approved. 
The government alerted hundreds of 
troops and police to prevent anti-Soviet 
demonstrations. 
The Interior Ministry had warned 
against “ extreme pressures” and said 
it had proof that “ provocations by ex­ 
tremists could occur.”

Massive storm continues; 
huge SP train derailment 


Storm-swollen Santa Ynez River was expected to overflow its banks in Lompoc Val­ 
ley today, posing a threat to the city’s sewer plant on Central Avenue and homes 
west and north of the city. 
Sheriff's deputies warned residents on DeWolfe and Artesia Avenues to evacuate 
their homes before the peak flood sometime this afternoon or early evenings. Com­ 
munications were difficult. Telephone 
lines into the Richard Henning home at 
2290 De Wolfe Ave., a short distance 
from the river were down. 
Rainfall of about 10 inches over most 
of the county caused scores of mud and 
rock slides, uprooting trees and closing 
some highways. Emergency road crews 
worked feverishly to keep Highway 1 
and 246 open. 
A disastrous train derailment near El 
Capitan Beach at 10:35 p.m. last night 
saw 19 cars of a 43-car freight train 
l€»ave the tracks. Included in the derail­ 
ment were six diesel locomotive engines 
and many “ piggy back” cars and new- 
car carriers. 
Explosions and fires followed the de­ 
railm ent, halting traffic on Highway 
101. An unidentified driver southbound 
on 101 and witness to the derailment 
refJbrted that the initial blast from the 
explosion blew the windshield out of his 
auto. He was not injured. 
Southern Pacific Railroad officials in 
Los Angeles this morning stated that the 
track 
isn’t 
expected 
to be cleared 
for mon than 24 hours. Tlie track is a 
main line to San Francisco and traffic 
has been diverted through San Joaquin 
Valley. Crash debris was piled higher 
than the highway. 
Officials 
suspect 
a weakened road 
bed from the incessant rains may have 
caused the derailment. 
A brakeman on the train was only 
slightly injured. 
Damage estimates were not available 
but the spokesman stated that diesel lo­ 
comotives cost between $200,000 
and 
$250,000. 
Flood tides of water were expected to 
reach the Valley this afternoon. Rangers 
at 
lake Cachuma reported the huge 
dam reservoir had filled to its 205,000 
acre feet capacity and was spilling over 
the top at the rate of 27,000 second feet. 
Water was reportedly flowing overGi- 
bralter and Juncal dams at the rate of 
50,000 second feet and the end was not 
in sight. 
Some officials likened the storm con­ 
ditions to those that occurred in the 
winter of 1937-38 when all of southern 
California was hit by a 100-year storm. 
Mrs. John Beattie, a resident of DeWolfe 
Avenue recalls her family evacuated 
their home to escape the flooding river. 
Her husband, John Beattie told the 
Record today he was removing tools and 
pipe which was stored on the ground near 
the river and that he might take his 
family to high ground tonight. He said 
he had a five-acre field of new alfalfa 
which would probably be flooded some­ 
time today. 
William Barrett, city public works 
director, was encamped at the city sew­ 
er plant on Central Avenue, through the 
day ready for the signal to divert the sew­ 
er flow directly into the Santa Ynez 
River. The plan was devised in order to 
save the plant from destruction in the 
event the river overflowed its banks. 
The plant is directly in the path of the 
river at the Cantlay Cut. 


The surging river was several feet 
from the top of its banks in the vicinity 
of the sewer plant this morning, but 
was rising. Witnesses reported the river 
had risen to the bottom of the FCI bridge 
on Floradale Avenue and the bridge is 
expected to wash out this afternoon. 
Weather watchers at the city’s water 
treatment plant on East North Avenue 
recorded 1.65 inches of rainfall since 
8 a.m., yesterday, raising the season’s 
total to 11.60 inches, and the total since 
Jan. 18 to about 10 inches. 
Mrs. Joe Cabral Jr., on San Julian 
Road, recorded an official 2.72 inches 
of rainfall in the last 24 hours to 8 a.m., 
today, and a one-week total of 9.58 inch­ 
es. Elsewhere official and unofficial 
stations recorded equivalent amounts of 
rain and more was falling through the 
day. 
Jalama Ranch reported 8.73 Inches of 
rain since last Saturday at headquarters 
and 13V2 inches of rain at their Summit. 
So far in January 10.05 inches at head­ 
quarters. Creeks are running bank to 
bank. A large channel into the Ocean at 
Jalam a Park has developed. 
Several short power outages were re­ 
ported from the high winds early this 
morning but were quickly repaired. 
The weather report calls for show­ 
ers today through Sunday. Little relief 
is in sight. 


Extensive rock and mud slides were 
reported at numerous locations along 
Highway 1, south of Lompoc, on Harris 
Grade, and on Santa Rosa Road, east 
of Highway 1. 


Elsewhere in the county the Santi 
Barbara Sheriff’s headquarters put out 
a call for four-wheeled vehicles and 
helicopters to rescue stranded home­ 
owners in the Paradise Camp area in 
the Santa Ynez Mountains. Slides and 
flooding posed serious threats to the res­ 
idents and their homes. 
The rain and flooding hit the Car- 
pinteria area especially hard, according 
to fragmentary reports. 
The storm completely dominated the 
day. The wrestling match between Lom­ 
poc and 
Beverly Hills high schools, 
scheduled for tonight in Lompoc, was 
cancelled. 
There were conflicting reports and 
estimates of the time when the river 
was expected to crest in the Valley. 
Fourth District Supervisor Francis H. 
Beattie Sr., was quoted as saying the 
river would get the full brunt of Cachu­ 
ma water sometime between midnight 
and 3 a.m., tomorrow.

LOS ANGELES (U PI) — California was 
pelted by rain today for the eighth day in 
a row and the damage and death toll 
mounted. 
More than 60 firemen worked through 
the night placing about 4,000 sandbags 
around 
homes 
in suburban Valencia 
threatened by floodwaters from a clog­ 
ged storm channel. 
Nine homes were evacuated but a 
spokesman said the men were “ reasorv 
ably successful” in diverting the wader 
down a street and into another storm 
drain. 
In the exclusive Brentwood section of 
the city, two mudslides resulted in the 
death of Michael Riordan, 40, and injur­ 
ies to six city firemen. 
In the Glencoe Heights district of Glen­ 
dora, residents of some homes were 
alerted to prepare to evacuate but au­ 
thorities said early today the mud which 
threatened to roll down on the homes for 
the second time appeared to be “ hold- 
ing.” 
A river of rain, mud, boulders and de­ 
bris ripped through the area of $25,000 
to $70,000 homes Wednesday, destroy­ 
ing 24 homes and damaging 176 others. 
By early today, the latest storm had 
dumped 2.85 inches of water on Los Aiv 
geies civic center and up to 4 inches on 
some mountain areas. 
The U.S. Weather Bureau said there 
would be recurrent rain through Sunday 
from the subtropical storm which moved 
in from the mid-Pacific Thursday. It 
has rained almost constantly in southern 
California for a week. 
Total damage was estimated at more 
than $5 million from the onslaught of 
rain. At least 47 persons died in storm-

Scores of homes in Meiners Oaks, Oak- 
view and Ojai lowland areas were flood­ 
ed when the diversion channels from the 
M atilija Dam overflowed. 
At least one family standing on the 
roof of a house in Foster Park was thrown 
into the floodwaters when the structure 
caved in. Helicopters were sent to their 


rescue as they floated down the Ventura 
River clinging to debris. 
Officials said the water supply in Ojai 
was cut off when pipelines ruptured 
and residents were advised to fill all 
containers with fresh water before the 
taps ran dry. 
Authorities said the ruptures were so 
severe repairs might not be made for 
several days. 
The California Highway Patrol said 
Ventura County was “ virtually a sea of 
water.” Many homes around Lake Casi- 
tas were completely flooded and flood­ 
ing had halted traffic on numerous high­ 
ways and freeways.

The Cautious Man

Richard Nixon as president will move with caution both at home and abroad, and he most 
likely will be at his best when he is confronting foreseeable situations whose elements he can 
in some part control. 


His presidential campaign and indeed his whole public career reveal caution to be his hall­ 
mark. At root he is not a risk taker, accepting only those he must and then within a framework 
that acts to minimize what dangers he can. 


Nixon now and then surprises his watchers with bursts of boldness. But there is some reason 
to believe he does these things mostly to confound his critics, to take the curse of predictability 
off his course of action. 


It might be argued that a cautious man is hardly one suited to the demanding tasks of set­ 
tling the Vietnam war and the baffling crisis of the cities. Nevertheless, with luck he may come 
through his four years with quite high marks. 


aucaufious *TPe' he is unl^ely to raise too high the expectations of troubled Americans 
of 1969. He comes to office less encumbered by specific promises than almost any president in 
recent memory. 
' r 


He did pledge, in a general but not sweeping way, to do something about the war, about 
crime, about unrest. But his options are wide open. Almost any gains he makes will look biq 
on the credit side. 


The Nixon administration will not be primarily a "legislative" regime but one in which the 
president seeks to spur groups within society to move to solve problems at less than federal level 
in a spirit of mutual and self-help. 


Nixon will be tested sorely in the foreign field. His indicated path is one of caution, short of 
a new isolationism. He wants all our commitments re-examined with a view to avoiding the 
mistakes of overreaching suggested by Vietnam. He wants a new look at the internal machinery 
designed to aid the president in making foreign policy decisions. 


If fortune is with him, if the private sector responds well and he is able to steer his way 
cautiously through more dilemmas than any three administrations should have to face, he may 
be well placed for his bid for a second term in 1972. 


But if the unexpected develops— war in the unforeseen quarter, recession, unbridled domestic 
strife 
then there is no telling. No one can guess how effective and sure-handed the response 
will be from the man who has spent a lifetime trying to avoid crisis, suffering when he could not.

(UPI)—Pres­ 
ident Nixon ended his first week 
in the White House the way he 
began 
it—by 
talking 
about 
Vietnam. In between, he over­ 
turned several Johnson admini­ 
stration decisions and served’ 
notice he would put his own 
imprimature on them. 
Nixon called a 10 a.m. EST 
meeting today of the National 
Security Council. On Tuesday, 
only a few hours after he got to 
work in the White House, Nixon 
conferred with the secretaries 
of state and defense and other 
members of the council. 
Today’s 
agenda 
was 
top 
secret, but a certain topic of 
discussion was the result of the 
first session of the expanded 
Paris talks. Because of the time 
difference, 
Nixon and 
his 
advisers 
will have received 
preliminary reports from chief 
negotiator Henry Cabot Lodge 
by the time the council met. 
Whatever is decided at the 
council today may be partly 
revealed Monday. Nixon will 
hold his first news conference 
as President then—telecast live 
from the East Room of the 
White House.

A jury of eight men and four 
women had been selected a few 
minutes earlier to try her son,

of Sen.

Kennedy. 
Newsmen circled Mrs. Sirhan 
in the corridor seeking her 
reaction. 
“ It’s a good jury” , she said in 
a broken English. Then she 
peered into the faces around 
her and said, “ We see each 
other nearly every day. I hope 
you are friendly in your hearts 
too.” 
Mrs. Sirhan with at least one 
and sometimes two other sons 
at

was 
a daily 
spectator 
during 
the three 
weeks it took to get a “ fair and 
impartial” 
jury

judgement of the son charged 
with one of the most shocking 
crimes of the century. 
Kennedy, tousled-haired fa-

fatally shot in the kitchen ofttie 
Ambassador Hotel Early June 5 
just after making a speech on

1,000th copter lost in 
Vietnam battle action

SAIGON (UPI) - American 
forces lost their 1000th helicop­ 
ter to Communist gunners in 
the Vietnam War today, milita* 
ry spokesman said. Guerrilla 
ground fire also downed the 
sixth U.S. fighter-bomber of the 
week. 
The helicopter, AH1 “ Cobra” 
gunship, was shot down by 50. 
caliber machine gun fire 35 
miles 
from Saigon. Its two 
pilots survived the crash and 
were recovered in a daring 
maneuver. 
Spokesmen 
said 
two 
coL 
leagues of the downed airmen, 
flying another two-seated “ Co 
bra” , landed their craft at the 
crash site, cleared their ammo 
nition 
storage 
compartment, 
loaded the wounded men on the 
platform doors and flew them 
to safety. 
The helicopter was the fourth 
shot down this week and the 
990th downed by Communist 
troops in South Vietnam. Ten 
other American choppers were 
lost during the air war against 
North Vietnam. 
Spokesmen also reported the 
loss of an F100 fighter-bomber 
during a combat mission Friday 


in the Mekong Delta about 50 
miles south of Saigon. The jet

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Four new pieces of smog and

Maria and Goleta Valley, 
have been ordered by the Coun­ 
ty Health Department, it was 
learned today. 
The new equipment, which re­ 
places a portion of the air sam­ 
pling equipment which had been 
loaned to Santa Barbara by the 
State and then taken back in 
1967, will be used to obtain 
more 
frequent 
and accurate 
testings in different areas of 
the county. 
Two of the new machines, a 
semi-automatic sequential oxi­ 
dant sampler and a semi-auto 
matic spot evaluator have al­ 
ready been received. Two auto 
matic smoke, or particular, 
samplers are expected within 
the next few weeks. 
John E. Waaser, county pub­ 
lic health sanitarian, said that 
the sequential sampler, which 
tests for total oxidants in the 
air, has already been calibrat­ 
ed by State authorities, and is 
presently about to be set up on 
the roof of the County Health 
Building, located at 4440 Calle 
Real, in Goleta Valley. 
This 
new 
oxidant 
testing 
equipment will take 15-minute 
samples 
every two hours of 
smog components, which are 
chiefly oxidants, nitrogen 
ox­ 
ides, hydrocarbons, and ozone. 
Ozone is a form of oxygen 
which causes nose and throat 
irritation, Wasser reported. 
Up until this time, health au­ 
thorities have been taking only 
one ten-minute sample of oxi­ 
dants per 24-hour period. 
Wasser said that after sam­ 
ples have been taken for a few 
months at the County Health 
Building, 
that the equipment 
may be moved to the County Ad­ 
ministration Building in Santa 
Barbara for mid-town samples. 
Alfred J. Engle, county di­ 
rector of health sanitation, ex­ 
plained that the semi-automatic 
spot evaluator is a tape reading 
machine which includes a pump 
to pull the air down intothe lab­ 
oratory for sampling. This ma­ 
chine will be used to read the 
tapes from the smoke and oxi­ 
dant samplers. 
The 
two new smoke sam­ 
plers, which measure the de­ 
gree of non-smog components 
in the air, will be placed in San­ 
ta Maria and Lompoc. Their 
exact locations will be deter­ 
mined by county health authori­ 
ties and representatives of the 
State Bureau of Air Sanitation. 
The new equipment is manu­ 
factured by Research Appliance 
Company of Allison Park, Pa. 
Engle also 
noted that the 
county health department takes 
periodic 
rain, soil, vegetable, 
and milk samples, testing tor 
radio-active material. The sam­ 
ples are sent to the State Bu­ 
reau of Radiological Health at 
Berkeley.

Maintenance savings 
on computers told 


While you may occasionally 
complain about the cost of up­ 
keep on the family automobile, 
think of the cost for maintaining 
a complex computer system. 
Elwin S. Harmon of the Data 
Automation Branch at the Air 
Force Western Test Range did 
just that — and came up with a 
suggestion to save the taxpayer 
more than $48,000 in the next 
three years. 
The Air Force Western Test 
Range maintains an IBM 7094 
computer system used for data 
reduction services on launches 
from Vandenberg AFB. Prior to 
Harmon’s suggestion, the com­ 
puter components were main­ 
tained under contract to IBM on 
a 24 hour basis, five days a 
week. A special study of the 
maintenance performed from 
five p.m. until eight a.m„ in­ 
dicated that 
on-call mainte­ 
nance —maintenance when need­ 
ed — would prove more econo­ 
mical, and have no adverse ef­ 
fect on computer operations. 
Due to Harmon’s suggestion, 
the 
contract with 
IBM was 
changed to eliminate second 
and third shift maintenance. 
On-call maintenance was sul> 
stituted for that time period. 
The change will save approxi­ 
mately $12,000 in fiscal year 
19G9 and $18,200 in each of fis­ 
cal year 1970 and 1971 as re­ 
ported in the Range’s Cost Re­ 
duction and Management Im­ 
provement Program. 
Insurance changes 
for chiropractors 


The Tri-Counties Society of

Sitting on hands 


As one of his last acts, President Johnson recommended 
sweeping salary increases for hundreds of upper-level federal 
employes, including a raise from $30,000 to $42,500 a year for 
congressmen, from $35,000 to $60,000 for cabinet members, 
from $39,500 to $60,000 for Supreme Court associate justices. 
Undersecretaries of federal departments and most agency di­ 
rectors would go from $30,000 to $42,500. Various federal 
judges, career ambassadors, etc., would get similar hefty in­ 
creases. The salary of the president has already been doubled 
to $200,000. 
The only reason he was not following the advice of the Kappel 
Commission on federal salaries that congressmen be raised 
to $50,000 a year, said Johnson in his farewell address, is that 
he knew that Congress would not accept such an amount. 
This remark drew a smattering of chuckles, but whether 
they came from the floor of the House or from the galleries 
was not evident. 
Even the smaller figure substantially exceeds the 5 per cent 
guideline the Johnson administration recommended for rank 
and file federal employes and for the rest of us. (Remember 
when it was 3.5 per cent?) 
There is no question, of course, that financial remunera­ 
tion for top federal officials ought to be reasonably competitive 
with that given top men in industry. But memory fails to recall 
any instance where a seat in Congress went a-begging for lack 
Nixon’s vision 


Just as some Americans demand “ a choice and not an echo” 
in each election, some seem to believe that there must be an 
abri^t change, a dramatic break with the past, when an old 
administration leaves and a new one takes over, else they are 
not getting their money’s worth from history. 
Fortunately for the nation, such times are infrequent — as 
infrequent as a Civil War or a Depression, the two chief ex­ 
amples of times when Americans had to adopt radical measures 
to confront dangers that threatened the nation’s very existence. 
Other times, and most of the time, there is a basic contin­ 
uity that survives and underlies changes of administrations, 
despite differences in philosophies and approaches. 
It is a continuity of challenges. Much the same problems that 
engaged the energies of an outgoing president remain to be 
the concern of an incoming president. 
It is a continuity of purposes. There have been ineffectual 
presidents, even foolish ones, but there has never been an evil 
one. Each has been a patriot, desirous of leaving the nation 
and the world a better place for his having briefly held in his 
hands the greatest power a people can bestow. 
The man who was inaugurated the 37th president of the United 
States on Jan. 30, 1969, came very close to being inaugurated 
35th president on Jan. 20, 1961. Had that happened, the man 
who actually did become president that year would probably be 
with us today and might well be the one now entering the White 
House.

of candidates to fill it. There must be rewards other than money 
involved to make a cabinet appointee willing to dispose of his 
stocks and sever his financial connections with industry in order 
to serve in the government — a requirement of hounds-tooth 
cleanliness which congressmen, incidentally, do not ask of 
themselves. 
Still, can any salary paid a president of the United States 
be commensurate with the importance of his job? How do you 
put a price tag on the value of a congressman to his country? 
Or a judge or an agency head? 
The answer is that you can’t. Actually, the question of fed­ 
eral raises has less to do with the amount than with the timing 
and the method. The way it is arranged, unless Congress acts 
otherwise within the next month, the president’s recommenda­ 
tions will automatically go into effect. 
A few representatives and senators have criticized their col­ 
leagues and denounced the proposed congressional increase. 
It seems certain, however, that the majority will submit to 
the higher wisdom of the Kappel Commission, as modified by 
Johnson, and do nothing. It will thus be a case of que sera 
sera. 
But if the raises are really wise and necessary at this time 
of federal fiscal strain, it would seem that the people’s elected 
servants ought at 
least to have the courage to stand up and 
vote for them on the record. 


“ Let us never fear to negotiate,” said John F. Kennedy in 
1961, “ but let us never negotiate out of fear.” He could have 
said it in 1969. 
“ We cannot expect to make everyone our friends,” said 
Richard M. Nixon on 1969, “ but we can try to make no one our 
enemy.” He could have said it in 1961. 
“ Ask not what your country can do for you,” said Kennedy. 
“ Ask what you can do for your country.” 
“ We are approaching the limits of what government alone 
can do,” said Nixon. “ What has to be done, has to be done by 
government and people together or it will not be done at all.” 


“ Let us continue,” said Lyndon B. Johnson five years ago. 
“ Let us go forward together,” urges Richard Nixon today. 
The comparisons may be odious to those who divide parties 
and politicians into either rascals or heroes. The words 
may be meaningless to those to whom inaugural addresses 
are nothing but high-flown rhetoric designed to impress read­ 
ers of history books in the future. 
Grandiose, glittering, such sentiments may be. But they are 
also blueprints presented to the American people, with whose 
aid they could be transformed into reality. 
Each president has had his vision of building an edifice that 
would endure after his passing. It is, after all, one and the 
same edifice — America, the United States, still the last, best 
hope of mankind. 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The moment of drama seemed to be 
missed by most Democratic leaders in 
the room when Charles Evers of the 
Mississippi NAACP, the state’s new 
Democratic 
national 
committeeman, 
stepped to the podium to address the par­ 
ty gathering. 
Evers said he was 
nervous, and that he 
never thought 
he 
would see the day 
when he or anyone of 
his race would be 
standing there repre­ 
senting Mississippi. 
In its way, it was 
* 
much more a mile- 
w 
stone than the party 
" 
leadership change - 
over which took place 
that day. 
Behind his rise to national committee­ 
man lay four years of history which be­ 
gan in turbulent hearings at the 1964 
Democratic convention in Atlantic City, 
when a group of Mississippi blacks sought 
to be seated as their state’s delegates. 
That effort failed, but it led to crea­ 
tion of a special Equal Rights Commit­ 
tee under first the late David Lawrence 
of Pennsylvania and then Gov. Richard 
Hughes of New Jersey. 
That committee fixed rules for bal­ 
anced representation in delegations to the 
1968 convention. Evers, Dr. Aaron Hen­ 
ry and others carefully complied with 
these, and won recognition as Mississip­ 
pi’s delegates over a rival slate which 
convention officials disapproved. 
The lesson in this, among other things, 
is that it was the consquence of a de­ 
termined spirit of accommodation be­ 
tween blacks and whites. It is perhaps 
not insignificant, for instance, that the 
Democratic national committee-worn an 
from Mississippi is white. 
With George Wallace riding high in the 
Deep South last fall, no regular party 
nominee for president had a chance. But 
the Evers-Henry 
leadership, obviously 
drawing most heavily on thousands of 
newly registered black voters, neverthe­ 
less mustered 150,000 votes in Missis­ 
sippi for the Humpnrey-Muskie ticket. In 
t^e past, any nominee winning that large 
a vote has inevitably carried the state. 
And 4Ms «howteg surpassed that for the 
Nlxon-Agnew slate. 
What all this portends for the Demc^ 


cratic party in Mississippi and elsewhere 
in “ Wallace county” is a story yet to 
be told. The red dust needs to settle 
awhile before signs can be read. 
But Evers emerges as a strong figure. 
As he made impressively clear last year 
on a national television panel, he is an 
accommodator, an instinctive if not deep­ 
ly schooled rationalist, a man with an 
eminent sense of fairness and balance. 
He is an enemy of black separatism, 
against hate as a weapon for the bet­ 
terment of his people, against the seek­ 
ing after revenge. 


As a true activist, he puts to shame 
the firebrands who think that venom, van­ 
dalism, obstructionism and outright so­ 
cial blackmail are the 
means of pro­ 
gress in a nation with a permanent, in­ 
escapable, and indeed growing mix of 
blacks and whites. 
Evers stands in stunning contrast to 
such self-important black racists as Dr. 
Nathan Hare, director of Negro studies 
at embattled San Francisco State Col­ 
lege, who said flatly at Pittsburgh re­ 
cently that “ I think this is a time for 
^ate.”

Place to start 


President Johnson prepared a $195.3 
billion budget and now President Nixon 
— and the taxpayers — are stuck with it. 
In the same tiresome words he used in 
previous years, the outgoing President 
said there would be a surplus. But it 
never works out that way. This so-called 
budget just grabs at our money like a 
starved man at the sound of a steak 
sizzling in the pan. 
What happened to 
President Johnson’s 
famous “ under $100 
billion” budget? That 
was only as long ago 
as 1965. Here’s a 
$95.3 billion differ­ 
ence 
in just 
four 
years. That’s ridicu­ 
lous, on the face of 
it — and so are the 
deficits. 
We 
pay 
them, and the mil­ 
lions of dollars in daily interest on the 
debts. This interest alone costs us more 
than six times as much as our people’s 
annual clothing bill. But the Washington 
windbag boys prefer to be irresponsible 
— it’s easier — and show no more con­ 
cern for who foots the bill than for the 
tortoises of Aldabra in the Indian Ocean. 
What has happened to all the promised 
cutbacks in Federal payrollers? The pay­ 
roll increased 50,000 in 1965, the Ad­ 
ministration spent $120 billion instead of 
the $100 billion, and this is the pattern 
all the way through. Although tax col­ 
lections were at an all-time high the offi­ 
cial Federal deficit in the past year 
was $25.4 billion. Even so, the books 
were juggled by $4 billion to make the 
red ink look less to us. 
Among other totally misleading abuses 
behind the scenes, the outgoing Adminis­ 
tration applied the excess of government 
trust funds receipts over outlays. This 
little dust-in-our-eyes abuse makes the 
deficit look $7.4 billion less. And we’re 
supposed to have confidence in what’s 
being done to us? 
If we’re going to catch up with what’s 
really happening we will have to run fast­ 
er than the biggest army of public rela­ 
tions operators in history. There are 
more than twice as many government 
press agents in Washington than in the 
entire capital press corps. The first 
thing the new Nixon 
Administration 
should do is fire three out of five of 
them. 
Never have so many sent Washington 
so much — right out of our hides. But 
no matter how much we send it’s never 
enough. The only conceivable way to 
lighten the awful road is to cut the 
waste and the “ Papa knows best” spend­ 
ing. Hey, that’s our money!

The so-called budget assumes that 
the 10 per cent super-tax will stay on.

Security has gone up about 300 per cent 
since it was instituted, and this increase 
has been nearly twice as much as the 
increased benefits payable from the 
taxes. What we’re really being hit with is 
increased Social Security taxes without 
equivalently increased benefits. But who 
would know it? 
Look at Medicare, bound up in enough 
red tape to wrap a mummy. Even with 
its loopholes, exclusions, delays, bur­ 
eaucracy and all, it costs us today about 
double the estimated cost originally stat­ 
ed by Washington. 


Like Fort Knox, our actual Social 
Security deposits are gone with the wind. 
These do not go into a sacrosanct trust 
as millions think. When we send them 
they are merely shoveled into the gen­ 
eral fund of the Treasury and spent. 
The cash thus borrowed from us is 
spent and is replaced with government 
bonds, i.e., IOUS. 
Meanwhile, the House payroll has gone 
up 84 per cent in the past seven years. 
And, even before their last mighty boost, 
the Congressmen have been steadily rais­ 
ing their own salaries, voting them­ 
selves their own self-protection against 
the inflation the overspending pumps into 
our cost of living. 
A Congress so busy boosting its pay 
may be too busy to tear this latest so- 
called budget to pieces. But the 91st 
Congress — so full of promises during 
the campaign — should hear from the 
taxpaying peasants with an instant roar. 
Every place I go in the country the 
people are sick and tired of officeholders 
who say they’ll do one thing and do an­ 
other. This is put-up-or-shut-up time and 
the so-called budget is the place to 
start.
